These dour prognostications have been triggered by 
observations of recent developments in the business 
rld. Here good companies have fallen by the way- 
le during the greatest economic boom in our coun- 
try’s history because they failed to meet the competitive 
test. Among them were Collier's Magazine, the Packard 
Motor Car Company, the First National Bank of New 
York, and recently ( apital Airlines. Some of these com- 
panies failed, some merged, some changed their identity 

but whatever the cause, thev re no longer with us 
Despite their many differences from business organi- 


zations, colleges and universities are subject to the uni-

versal principles of good business management, eco- 
nomics and finance. But colleges do not conduct the: 
selves as businesses. They run big deficits and depend 
upon charitable contributions to make up operating 
losses 

If contributions should not be forthcoming in_ the 


amounts expected — and the amounts needed will grow 


rapidly because ot increased numbers ot stud nts an | 
increased faculty costs some colleges will run out of 
cash. Two or three are on the verge of doing this al- 
ready. Others will follow suit some vear in March 
probably in 1963 or 1964. March will be the month 
because tuition is collected in September and January 
but faculty salaries and other bills are paid monthly 
If contributions don't show up on time, March 1963 o1 
1964 will be a critical period 

When these worrisome facts, figures and probabilities 
were presented to the staff of a small southern college 
a few months ago, the president said afterwards that 
the effect was like a fire bell ringing in the night. Mav- 
be someone should ring the fire bell The re are peopl 
who feel that some college officials aré asleep and must 
be awakened; others think that the signs of the times 
ire being misread Either way, some colleges may go 
down the road to financial chaos unless they can_ be 
alerted in time 

How can the alert be sounded? One way is to focus 
attention on the budget outlook up to 10 years ahead 
len vears is long enough to dramatize the consequen- 
ces of the continued following of present educational 
plans and practices 

The technic for constructing a long-term budget is 
laid out in a case study in the book entitled “Financing 
Higher Education 1960-70" (McGraw-Hill). Nearly a 
hundred colleges and universities have already used it 
as a guide 

For some college officials the development of a long- 
term budget projection has been an interesting ex- 
perience; to others it has been a soul-searching exercise 
Whatever the case, my contention is that it is critical 
for every college to take a “look-see” at itself, not onl 
for today but covering also the outlook for tomorrow 


and the decade ahead.

In 1959 it became readily apparent 
that something must be done. It was 
a well known fact that “you cant 
argue with the stork” because the 
children to overflow the colleges of 
Illinois in the middle 1960's had al- 
ready been born. The time for action 
was at hand, but the problem was 
one of finding a practical solution to 
the dilemma. 

Illinois has 106 accredited institu- 
tions of higher education. This num- 
ber includes 49 private colleges and 
universities, 13 public junior colleges, 
and six state supported universities 
Also included are 37 professional and 


technological schools and the Chicago 


Teachers College lotal enrollments 
are almost evenly divided according 
to type of control, with privately con- 
trolled institutions having 51.7 per 
cent of the students and publicly sup- 
ported colleges and universities hav- 
ing 48.3 per cent.° 

The magnitude of the problem had 
been apparent to students of higher 
education for a number of vears. The 
Illinois Commission of Higher Educa- 
tion had predicted that college en- 
rollments would increase from 184,- 
000 in 1959 to at least 300,000 in 
1969. Thousands of additional youth 
of Illinois will be ready for college 
in 1969, but would the colleges be 
ready for them? 

Since the privately supported col 
leges and universities of Illinois now 
handle almost half of the students, 
it was first necessary to find out how

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Building a university campus in the heart 
of Alaska’s wild country proves to be a 
Paul Bunyan task for administrators

LYING into Anchorage aboard a 
giant jetliner on the way to Tokyo 
or Stockholm or New York, one no- 


tices that the view below is quite 


contradictory. There is a modern bus- 
tling metropolitan city surrounded by 
miles of wilderness area of muskeg 
mountains and moose 

Into this wilderness the Methodist 
Church brought bulldozers, concrete 
and men and carved out the campus 
of Alaska Methodist University. On 
opening day in September 1960, the 
taste of the wilderness lingered on as 
did the moose whose homestead had 
been usurped in the name of highe 
education 

The ce velopment of the campus 
was conceived as a sort of planting 


operation That is, each installation 


was to be set into place with the least 
amount of disturbance to the natural 
beauty of the area 

A major hurdle in this respect was 
overcoming the inborn tendency of 
the bulldozer operators to demolish 
as many trees in a given space of 
time as human ingenuity and an 8 
foot blade could dispatch This was 
overcome only through paternal, per- 
sistent counseling. often over the roa 
of powe rful motors 

Surrounding the hill on which the 
buildings were being planted is a 
large area of muskeg swamp ove! 
which the water and sewer lines must 
pass. During the ensuing battle the 
wilderness put up its last major effort 

Bulldozers sank from sight into the 

foot thick bog and huge pumps 


fought the water in the trenches 
When the swamp had been crossed, 
tons of gravel were poured into the 
excavation to form the main road 
entering the campus 

As the opening wedges drove into 
the thick forest, the first academi 
building began to take shape; the 
tree-line was guarded jealously 
against desires for more cleared space 
But today this modern structure rises 
maye stically from its natural environ 
ment as though it had virtually grown 
from its own roots deep in the native 
soil 

Into this structure it was neces- 
sarv to incorporate all the basic re 
quirements of a going educational

Some natural swamp areas are be- 
ing reserved for biological and botani 
cal research plots. 

The lake forms a natural skating 
facility in the winter and has proved 
a popular center of interest. Hiking 
trails are being lined out to facilitate 
access to the more remote sections of 
property 

Gravel for roadways came from a 
pit developed on the campus at the 
future location of a baseball diamond 
At the conclusion of gravel ex- 
tractions the topsoil will be graded 
back in place and landscaped to 
provide the athletic facility. Several 
thousands of dollars have been saved 
by this maneuver and the road 
building project greatly speeded 
when time was a valuable commodity 

Although the facultv housing area 
is currently detached from the main 
center of development, it was felt 
that the savings in future problems 
would more than make up for present 
mMmconveniences 

Water for the houses is being 
furnished from a well, but the water 
system was installed as a permanent 
facility that can be connected directly 
to the major water distribution svstem 
when the utilities eventually extend 
to that section of the campus 

All utilities were planned to carr\ 
future demand loads of an institution 
of 15,000 students. This should al- 


leviate anv necessity for patchwork 


installations as the school grows 

On the planning boards now are a 
librarv, an additional dormitory, and 
the student union. Construction dates 
have not been set, but it is felt that 
the need will be exerting its pressure 
bv the fall of 1963 

Financing for the project has been 
furnished primarily by the Methodist 
Church through its Division — of 
National Missions and by Alaska 
citizens who recognize the value of 
higher education in this vouthful 
state 

Alaska is steadily pushing back the 
‘last frontier” and Alaska Methodist 
University will play an ever increas- 
ing role in this effort. And all the

contracts and stipulated that this in- 
demnity be insured. This procedure 
has resulted in an additional premium 
charge that is reflected in the cost 
of the work. 

The present solution for the owner 
to this cost problem has been found 
in a plan under which the owner 
controls the insurance for the project 
by using a single insurance carrier for 
all contractors and_ subcontractors. 
The use of this “wrap-up” plan per- 
mits the insurance company to make 
a favorable reduction in contractural 
premium charges to the owner.

Technology and the Office of Docu- 
mentation of the N.A.S.-N.R.C. 

Chemists first became interested in 
the use of notation systems for struc- 
tures of chemical compounds as pos- 
sible substitutes for names, many of 
which do not identify compounds 
uniquely and unambiguously. It was 
believed that a notation could be 
made to do so more easily than a 
svstem of nomenclature and might 
have other advantages as well. In ad- 
dition, during the past decade or 
more, interest in the possibilities of 
using machines to handle scientific 
information has been growing rapidly, 
and chemists have devised a number 
of notation or coding systems for rep- 
resenting chemical — structures — in 
mechanized information systems. 

The notation system devised by G 
Malcolm Dyson of England, now di- 
rector of research for the Chemical 
Abstracts Service, formed the basis of 
the international standard adopted in 
1959 by a commission of the Inter- 
national Union of Pure and Applied 
Chemistry. At the same time, the 
commission recommended certain re- 
visions in the notation, and it is ex- 
pected that the revised edition will be 
published soon. 

This international notation and a 
number of other systems are being 
used for a variety of purposes, some 
systems having been designed pri- 
marily for use with punched card 
equipment and others for use with 
computers, and some being suitable 
for use in printed lists of indexes and 
others for mechanized _ structure 
searching only

The new cable system would be 
available to carry video-taped instruc- 
tion to classes in Derby Hall, Arps 
Hall, Brown Hall Annex, Horticulture 
and Forestry Building, Botany and 
Zoology Building, Mendenhall Labo- 
ratory, and the Dentistry Building. 

The departments of mathematics

faculty members, the courses would 
be recorded at WOSU-TV studios for 
delaved transmission to classrooms at 
scheduled class times. 

The projected television facilities

Wasuincton, D.C. — “Internation- 
al educational and cultural exchange

President of the National Associ- 
ation of Foreign Student Advisers 
and head of President Kennedy's pre- 
inaugural “task force” on exchange of 
persons, Dr. Davis testified on behalf 
of the Mutual Educational and Cul- 
tural Exchange Act of 1961, intro- 
duced by Committee J. W. Fulbright 
(D.-Ark. ) 

Appearing at the committee's re- 
quest, Dr. Davis urged adequate 
funding of the services which the bill 
would authorize. He endorsed its con- 
cept of placing a great deal of power 
in the hands of the President so edu- 
cational and cultural exchange pro- 
grams can achieve a unified and pur- 
poseful effort.

“At the national level (in the past), 
this program has suffered from frag- 
mentation, rigidity, and lack of con- 
tinuity in administration,” Dr. Davis 
said. “At the local level, we have had 
to rely entirely too much upon the 
unsupported and inadequately  fi- 
nanced efforts of our colleges, uni- 
versities, community agencies, and 
private foundations.” 

In his “task force” report, Dr. Dav- 
is recommended establishment of an 
Undersecretary of State for Educa- 
tional and Cultural Affairs to strength- 
en and coordinate U.S. educational 
exchange programs. 

In his testimony he said Congress 
should: 

® Specifically authorize matching 
funds for counseling and other spe- 
cialized services for foreign students, 
in addition to funds for orientation 
courses and English language train- 
ing. 

® Give specific authority to reim- 
burse educational institutions (on the 
pattern of the original G.I. Bill) for 
the real costs of educating United 
States government sponsored foreign 
students. 

® Include specific authority to pro- 
vide funds to universities, colleges 
uid other selected organizations for 
emergency assistance to superior non- 
government sponsored foreign stu- 
dents to help them reach a nearly 
attained academic objective. 

® Include authorization for match- 
ing grants to local organizations for 
direct expenses incurred in program- 
ing sizable numbers of government 
sponsored foreign visiting leaders and 
specialists.
